Bouncing Baby: A Missile Made of Rubber 


C apsule containing m issile is hauled up from storage hold 
D eflated m issile is rem oved , spread out and filled with air. 


A cheap, rubberized, inflatable missile that could transform 
any ship into an aircraft carrier is reportedly under study by 
the Navy. Dubbed “W agmight,” it is an unmanned, jet-powered 
missile-airplane, capable of flying 1,500 miles at 500 miles an 
hour. Except for its engines, the Wagmight would be constructed 
entirely of tough, rubber-coated nylon cloth. 
It could be stored 
in a sm all cylinder and be assembled, inflated and launched from 
a catapult in minutes. Drawings, above and left, 
show how this 
operation could take place on a subm arine. Designed by Good­ 
year Co., the infla’ed missile is about 39 feet long, with a wing- 
span of 20 feet. Although slow and vulnerable to enemy fire, 
Wagmight could be produced and launched in huge quantities, 
guaranteeing that some of the ground-hugging missiles would reach 
their tatgets.

Kennedy Elected 


As BRI President 
CLEVELAND (A P )-“We have 
a well-defined task ahead of us,” 
said William P. Kennedy, who at 
67 is starting another term

Leetomans, no doubt, are cheered by the 
fact that work on their long -awaited flood 
co ntro l project will start this spring . County 
commissioners have ag reed to an expendi* 
ture of $15.0 0 0 fo r necessary roads repairs 
and Cong ressman Wayne Hays has been in­ 
strumental in securing 
$8 1,0 0 0 in 
federal 
funds after the Corps of Army Eng ineers 
made their survey and subsequent recom­ 
mendations. 
Cherry Valley Run will be widened and 
deepened, two bridg es elevated and a third 
constructed so that spring thaws, like those 


that occurred in the past two y ears, won't 
inundate the lowlands just south of the vil­ 
lag e's business* district. 
Leetonians still have memories of the sud­ 
den winter thaw a y ear ag o which broug ht 
ice-clog g ed waters swirling in from Little 
Beaver Creek and rising so rapidly that the 
community was isolated and Mayor Ralph 
Kennedy had to declare a state of emerg en­ 
cy'. Damag es at times have been extensive. 
The Leetonia project is an example of lo­ 
cal determination and excellent cooperation 
of county and federal authorities. 


Detroit Learning As It Goes 


A Wall Street Journal roundup of opinion 
from all parts of the United States about the 
auto industry ’s three new compact cars— 
Corvair, Falcon and Valiant — must have 
been read with special interest by the Detroit 
manufacturers who have g ambled on them. 
Detroit has its own consumer survey s and 
the reactions of its dealers to g uide it. but 
the Wall Street Journal’s report is perhaps 
a shade more objective. Reading it, one finds 
that the principle of compactness has been 
accepted. Prospects are for more sales than 
were expected. The compacts are booming . 
Customers who are dissatisfied have two 
standard objections. The first concern me­ 
chanical and 
structural faults that 
have 
shown up in some of the new cars. 
These 
confirm a prediction by Georg e Romney that 
larg e-car manufacturers would have trouble 
matching the know-how that had g one into 
his company ’s success with the Rambler, the 
orig inal compact. 
The second objection is by purchasers who 
have tried to do thing s with their compacts 
they were not desig ned to do; thev expected 


too much power, too much nimbleness, too 


much room and. in some instances, too much 
economy. They confused the economy per­ 
formance of the American compacts with 
the performance of Europeas small cars. 
This, to date, has been the most important 
discovery in this eng rossing g ame of g iving 
the public what it will be interested in buy­ 
ing — the fact the U.S.-made compacts are 
in market-wise competition with U.S.-reg u- 
lars, not Europeas smalls. Detroit is compet­ 
ing with itself, a g ame it cannot lose It wins 
either way. It is willing to let Europear small 
cars compete with one another and it can’t 
lose that g ame, either, because of its larg e 
stake in European auto manufacturing . 
And as the g ame prog resses, how about 
names for the play ers? Automobiles are g o­ 
ing to be referred to from now on as belong ­ 
ing in one of three g eneral classes - larg e, 
medium and small, with extra-larg e ones at 
one end of the spectrum and extra-small ones 
at the other end. They’re all here to stay . Why 
not start to call them “larg e.” “medium” 
and “small” ? 


E instein Is Still With Us 


The repo rt that scientists are clo se to pro v ­ 
ing a basic part o f Albert Einstein’s theo ry 
o f relativ ity co mes as bo th a sho ck and a 
relief to millio ns o f small— and medium- 
g rade eg g heads. 
These are the peo ple who do n’t kno w what 
Einstein was talking abo ut, but who hav e 
co me to lean upo n the name Einstein and 
the theo ry it stands fo r as co nv ersatio nal 
crutches. 
“ Einstein” has co me to mean brainpo wer 
in the ultimate quantity and “ theo ry o f rela­ 
tiv ity ” has beco me a manifestatio n o f that 
kind o f brainpo wer.

• ocratic primaries roll around next May. 
, Candidates filed almost in a dead heat be- 
*fore the closing hour Wednesday to provide 
'some interesting contests. 
• 
Republicans, for example, will have nine 
.contestants for two county 
commissioner 
terms and five seeking nomination to two 
•posts as state representative. Eig ht others 
• are seeking the Democratic nomination for 
1 commissioner. 
In all, there are 38 Democrats and 32 Re­ 
publicans seeking party nominations to var­ 
ious offices. The array of candidates means 
a lively primary this spring and a g ood g en 
Cral election next November. 


The mere mention of the g reat scientist’s 
name in a discussion of g enius immediately 
conveys to the listener every thing the speaker 
wants to say on the subject. The mere men­ 
tion of Einstein’s theory is synonymous with 
transcendent prfundity. 
So true is this that it mig ht be said Einstein 
became famous in his lifetime not so much 
for his theory , which few people understand, 
as for his adoption by the masses as the 
“ norm” for unbelievable g enuis. If a man 
can understand the theory of relativity , that 
is all we need to know to recog nize that he 
is a lot smarter than we are The fact speaks 
louder than his I. Q. fig ure. 
fhus it p ro b a b ly co mes a s 
a terrible shock 
to many people that Ednstein mig ht not have 
known what he was talking about—his theory 
was just that, unprovable by any 
means 
known up to now. 


But the shock wave can be followed im­ 
mediately by a sig h of relief, for the scient­ 
ists say they have just about completed their 
laboratory proof that Einstein was rig ht.

Prof. Wiener, for whom the label 
g enius is stoic understatement, then 
invented a word for the science of 
the thinking machine. This he call­ 
ed cy bernetics — after the Greek 
word for helmsman or steersman. 
It shows the similarity between 
the communication of the brain and 
nerve sy stem of the animal and the 
communication of electronic im­ 
pulses and nerve sy stem of the ma­ 
chine such as the computer. 
That was 13 y ears ag o. Wiener 
then wrote to many labor leaders. 


HE TOLD THEM, in effect, that 
every human being would be af­ 
fected by the thinking machine Not 


long afterwards. Dr Wiener and I 
spoke. 
He told me that g iven sufficient 
material a machine could repro­ 
duce itself. He used a word which 
now is quite vog ue—automation. 
He was ig nored by all but one 
union 
chief. 
That 
was 
Walter 
Reuther. The then comparatively 
new head of the Auto Union wanted 
to know all about this thinking ma­ 
chine and wanted to keep ahead of 
it. 
Several weeks ag o, Reuther set 
up a new central org anizing divi­ 
sion which actually will close in on 
automation. 
Cy bernetics 
is 
here 
to 
stay . 
Within a few weeks his new org an­ 
izing drive will be under way. 
That was decided at a meeting 
of the Auto Union hig h command 
in its Solidarity House in Detroit 
late last month 
before 
Reuther 
headed for the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council session in Miami Beach. 
From those who sat in on the 
Auto Union meeting s, it is learned 
that the first new org anizing tar­ 
g ets are promarily on the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts. Then the drive 
will move inland. 
You can’t recog nize the targ ets 
unless you g et at some of the data 
whipped up by a g roup from the 
AFL-CIO Industrial Union Dept., 
which is headed by Reuther. 
This g roup met in mid-January 
at Harvard University and report­ 


ed that in 1947 there were 234 mil­ 
lion blue collar workers. They are 
the production workers on the as­ 
sembly line. etc. There were 20 
million white collar workers. 


Enlightening Experience 


THE LATEST FIGURE shows 
that there are now some 25 million 
blue collar workers and well over 
254 million while collar people. 
This reveals the shift. 
The report from Harvard said, 
“ In the face of these labor force 
chang es, the labor movement must 
break out of its ‘blue collar shell’ 
or face the prospect of becoming 
a declining numerical force. 
Indeed, trade union membership 
in recent y ears has reached a pla­ 
teau .. . Unless labor . . . accom­ 
plishes this objective (of org aniz- 
izing new white collar workers', it 
may face the prospect of some loss 
of social and political position in 
the country .. . . ” 
This becomes apparent when one 
learns that “eng ineers and techni­ 
cians are employed to the ex­ 
tent of 4,000. 5.000. or 10,000 in one 
company .” There are corporations 
which 
have 
“several 
thousand 
(such eng ineers' in the same work 
place.” 
This is the problem which now 
will be hit by the Auto Union’s new 
org anizing task force. At the co­ 
ordinator's spot Reuther has placed 
his old friend, Brendon Sexton — 
the man who swung the key Willow 
Run local to Reuther in '46 to elect 
him president for the first time.

As for the so-called

“airborne alert.” 
This m e a n s that the United 
States would have in the air at all 
times enoug h manned bombers to 
deliver a destructive blow in re­ 
taliation. and the mere knowledg e 
that this can happen is enoug h to 
deter the Russians from making 
the attack. 
Gen. Power wants more money 
for the “airborne alert.” He is sin- 
cere about it. He thinks this is es- 
ential. 
But the President and his other 
military 
advisers, 
including the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, think that un­ 
til a crisis is imminent — and it 
certainly doesn't seem to be for 
the next few months at least— 
the same money, about 7 50 mil­ 
lion dollars, can be put into the 
development of missiles and the 
improvement of other weapons of 
warfare. 
In fact, the President put it this 
way in his budg et messag e to Con­ 
g ress recently ; 
“It is neither necessary nor prac. 
tical to fly a continuous airborne 
alert at this time. Such a proce* 
dure would, over a relatively short 
period of time, seriously deg rade 
our over-all capability to respond 
to attack.

various planets, what is important 
is whether any military knowledg e 
is g ained by such stunts.
